I trust all persons knowing themselves
Indebted to the city will now come forward
snd mnke some little effort to stop these
complaints, I am well aware of the searci
ty of money, snd how unlplmnut it isto
poy taxes at nny time, and Lean sympathize
with the people in these days of troubls and
distress ns muoh as any one. My position is
a very unenviable one ; but my doty must
he performed. Good eitizens, I know, will
apprécinte my situation ; nnd they very
pm‘purly uom}:‘luin for having to pay laxes,
while others fail to dischorge that duty to
the public. It isa very disagrecable duty
for ocffiers to have to use the means required
to enforee collections,

The taxes have been reduced 50 per cent,
this year, and are not so high as in sny oth-
er city of its size ; and it does appear to me
that all might now settle, while warrants
ean be had at a depreciation, without deluy.
How long we shall be allowed to receive
warrants, I do not know,

If yon want the Public Schools to con-
tinne ; if yon wnnt your Grave Yard im-
proved ; ifyou want yonr streets worked
and cleaned and the publie health Ew-
moted ; If{uu want your City Hall aud Jail
enclosed ; if yon want your mew Market
House built ; if you want your Police kept |
up ; in short, if the many gnpmvements B0
much neaded, are expected to be attended
to, yon must pay your taxes before it can
be done.

The time for scttlement expires on tho
first of June. After that time, property will
be subject to damages.

There will be some ons in the offles to at-
tend to the businesa whon the collector is
out. .
